of such a plan will afford this Asso- 
ciathen a real basis upon which to 
carry out the vital national tindertak- 
ing for which it was created. It is 
felt that the organization Would be 
unwise to expend-a large amount of 
money in securing high-class settlers 
only to find the lands increased 
ptice on their arrival. It is ‘realized 
that all promises and statements made 
to intending settlers must “be fully 
carried out.
